hands, amid a multitude of sorrow 
ing friends and bereft neighbors 
Little did we dream when he lef 
here about the first of January, ap 
parently in the best of health that 
in so short a time we would t 
singing requiems about the casket 
that held his lifeless body. But it 
is so, and this fact should impres: 
all vividly with the thought that 
“ All that is born must must die!’ 
Capt. Willson had been to San 
Francisco and had returned to Se- 
attle on his way home and wa 
taken ill at Seattle. From that 
time till his death, Mr. E. B. Bur 
well writes Robert Reid as follows, 
under date of Feb. 23: 


“Thad been to see him every 
day except yesterday, and intend 
ed fully to go then, until I found i 
too late. It seemed to me every 
day since I went with him to the 
hospital one week ago last Friday 
that he had been improving, and 
yesterday Mr. Baker went to see 
him and he was feeling very com- 
fortable, but had a pretty hard 
cough. The nurse says he coughe 
a good deal during the night, and 
this morning she had just been to 
see him and had stepped out for a 
few minutes to get something,when 
on her return she found him in th 


midst of a violent hemorrhage, in 


yhich he died in a few minutes,” 

His remains were brought up on 

he Farallon which arrived here 
Friday morning at 7:30 o’clock 
and were met by the entire male 
opulation of the town (the Cham- 
er of Commerce of Commerce hay- 
ing previously met and made ar- 
rangements) and to his 
ate residence, where they laid in 
state until Sunday.

creased, While this advance of one 
year in length of life in a decade may 
strike the ordinary individual as very 
slow progress, if he will only keep in 
mind the littleness of a century when 
it comes to measuring the age of the 
human race he will find himself grow- 
ing very skeptical as to whether such |

| “Washing" the Streeta of Kimberley 


for Precious Stones, 

Before the consolidation of these 
mines into one vast concern there were 
scores of small miners who had not the 
necessary capital to enable them to do 
more than scratch at the surface of the 
earth. Arrived at a certain depth, the 
ground fell In upon them, and working 
became an impossibility. Then It was 
that a powerful company, with unlim- 
ted capital, became a necessity, and 
the De Beers Company absorbed all 
these small concerns, Now, by sclen- 
tile means, mining Is carried on to 
from the 
earth's surface, and the diamonds are 


‘sorted out by mechanical means In a 


Rystematic manner, which was before 
Impossible. Since De Beers took the 


| matter in hand they have applied their 


methods to the debris left behind as 
worthless by the earller workers, and 
In it they have found more diamonds 
then had previously been taken out.

An Ancient Fire Engine. 

One of the old-time fire engines of 
England was recently discovered at 
Stowmarket, and proves an tuteresting 
relle of the past. It did duty in the 
town for many years, and, as show 
by the sign on the engine, was present- 
led to the town by Nathantel Gordon, 
Esq., In 1734. Despite the many years 
|that it was lain away unused, ft Is In 
an excellent state of preservation, con- 
sidering Its age. 

‘The engine Is composed of a wooden 
well, six feet long by tive Inches wide, 
and lined witb copper. At either end 
are openings for the purpose of re- 
celving water, which was fed to It by 
buckets, The pump Itself is at one end 
and is worked by ordinary band 
brakes, Four small solid wooden 
| wheels support the body of the engine. 
| There are none of the leather buck- 
ets left that were used to feed the wa- 
‘ter well, but the delivery pipe, which 
1s six feet long, can still be attached. 
The engine is painted the usual red 
color, and on the front of the pump} 
are printed Instructions for properly 
| working It. 

One of the suggestions for keeping 
the pump Ip order reads: “The pevete 
of the long fron spendil” should be 
“drest with sallet oyl and tallow.” 
After using the hose the men are told 
that it should be Ilquored with neats- 
foot oyl, bees wax and tallow and 
quoiled up.”
